ences in it to Her Majeſty's Colonies; and tho' he was fo 
Fequently addreſs d upon that Head by the Aﬀembly of An- 
op there, but gave the Command of 
Flags of Truce to Perſons of the moſt deſperate Fortunes, and 
ſuſpected Characters; and particularly to one John Berming- 
ham, againſt whom he had given Information to the Aſſembly, 
that he offer'd his Service to the Enemy to plunder Antegoa, 
and afſor'd them that he would have him proſecuted for it. 
This very much alarm'd the Inhabitants to fee ſuch a Perſon 
truſted in this manner.

Converſation (when there hap- 
pen d ſome Diſcourſe about an Affront, ſaid to be offer d to 
the Governor of a 1 Colony) he declar'd that if 
he had been ſerved fo, he would have drove the People to Re- 
j ſeized their Eſtates, and left them to redreſs them- 
elves. 

That he declared publickly at the Iſland of Saint Chrifophers, 
upon the i of ſome diſpleaſing News from Antegoa, 
that if he muſt loſe his Government, he would leave the Iſland 
of Antegoain a Flame ; this laft Declaration is prov'd by the 
Affidavit of Jedediah Hutchiſon. x 

That the foregoing Inſtances are but a very ſmall Sketch of 
the Tyranny, Oppreſſion, and Male Adminiſtration of Co- 
lonel Parkes, and in Conſequence of the Sufferings of the un- 
happy Inhabitants of Antegoa under his Government. And 
if any further Attempts are made to juſtify that Governor's 
Conduct, a full Hiſtory of it ſhall be publiſh'd. 

That the Truth of the ſeveral Matters herein before-men- 
tioned, was clearly made out by Proofs taken publickly in 
Antegoa, in the Preſence of Colonel Parke, or at leaſt after 
three Days notice given to him, to attend according to Her 
Majeſty's Dire&ions contain'd in Her Letter, commandin 
him to repair to Her Royal Preſence, to make his Defence-to 
the Complaints (except the Matters to which the Proofs are 
ſubjoin's) and the Proofs to all of them are ready to be produ- 
ced, if the Truth of the ſaid Matters is called in queſtion. 

That by the Proceedings of the Governor, of which the 
foregoing are but a ſmall Specimen, that Colony was in the 
utmoſt Diſorder and Confuſion, and the Inhabitants under the 
moſt diſtracting Fears, by repeated Advices from Martinico, 
the Arrival of a conſiderable Force, and daily ExpeRation of a 
greater, and the Enemies calling in of their Ptivateers, which 
gave but too jaſt Grounds to fear Amegoa would be attack d; 
and the Fate of Nevis and St. Chriftophers a few Years before 
had ſunk fo deep in the Minds of the People of Antegoa, that 
their Danger from the Enemy was by much their moſb 
anxious Concern. 

That (after a long Intermiffion of Aſſemblies) the Gover- 
nor was prevail'd with by the Council to call an Aſſembly, 
which no ſooner met, but the Governor Tais'd ſuch Difficul- 
ties, and tenaciouſly inſiſted upon them (notwithſtandin 
the Interpoſition of the Council, and Submiſſions of the A 
ſembly,. that no Meaſures could be taken for the Security of 
the Iſland. That the Aſſembly (finding this, and that he had 
tore their Meſſages ſent to him to remove theſe. Difficulties) 
reſolved to wait upon him in a Body, to add the greater „ 
to their Addreſs, which the rdingly di (having ſt 
asked leave.) That the Seal ey enter'd the Room where 
he fat in Council, and tender d him their Addreſs in a very re- 
ſpectful manner, which he refus'd, clapped his Hand ſeveral 
times to his Sword, charg'd the Aſſembly with a Riot, and 
threaten d to clap their Speaker in Irons; that the Council up- 
on this begg d him not to eſteem the Aſſemblies waiting upon 
him with their humble Addreſs a Riot, and pray'd Siem to 
ſuffer it to be read, which he paſſionately refus d, commanded 
the Aſſembly inſtantly to' withdraw, and accordingly they 
did in a great Conſternation. That immediately after the 
Aſſembly had enter'd the Court-houſe, where the Councit- 
Chamber is, they were follow'd by a Party of arm'd Soldiers, 
with an Officer at their Head. That their Behaviour made 
ſeveral Members of the Aſſembly ask ſome of them if they in- 
tended to fire upon the Aſſembly, that they anſwer'd, they 
only wanted Orders ſo to do. That till the Aſſembly and 
their Speaker had been threaten'd and us'd in the foregoing 


manner by the Governor, he had neither been. inſulted by 


Word or Action. That on the contrary they aſſur d him they 
would overcome all Difficulties, that ſomething might. be 
done for the common Security; but after that Uſage (it is 
very probable). that ſome Members of the Aſſembly, and o- 
thers who heard and ſaw what paſs'd, might be tr ted to 
very viotent Expreſſions. That this foon reach'd the Ears of 
the Inhabitahts already terrified, on all fides, by the implaca- 
ble Rage of the Governor, the unbridled Licence and Inſolence 
of his Partiſans, and the Soldiers, the deſenceleſs State of the 
lony, the great Preparations of the Enemy, and (from his

nents continued in Antegoa a long time aftcr the Arrival ot 
the preſent Governor, beforc whom they might have made what 
Depoſitions they pleaſed, and the Perſons concerned might 
have had a fair Opportunity of diſproving the ſame, and taking 
other Meaſures for their Defence. 
The next Remark upon this Paper ſhall be to the credit o 

the Perſons whoſe Depoſitions it is ſaid to be an Abſtract of, 
and Firſt, It is to be obſerved that theſe Perſons in general 
have every way diſcovered a very great Reſentment and Rancour 
in this Affair, and an uncommon Zeal in Purſuit of the Blood 
of the Perſons particularly charged in their Depoſitions. As to 
Aichael Ayon, It is humbly offered to the Conſideration of the 
Reader, that he was carryed or went out of England in a man- 
ner not very creditable, came to Aniegoa a Common Soldier, 
and continued there in very Poor Circumſtances till Col. Parke 


found him out to be ſuch a Perſon as would be proper for,

voſt-Marſhal by the Governor's Command, and the"$jeac 
Enormities he has been guilty of by the Governor's Encou- 
1 and when all this is conſidered, and how beneficial 
all theſe Imployments and his abſolute Reſignation to Col.

That S. Bowes was one of the meſt noted Inſtruments of

And now it will be proper to make ſome few Remarks up-

ver had been) by the Chief Governor firſt, and afterwards by 
their Speaker, and always diſclaimed any Pretenſions to the 
Negative Voice in their Speaker, nor was that ever claimed 
directly or indirectly by any Aſſembly of Antegoa, tho' the 
Bills had always been ſigned by the Chief Governor firſt, and 
afterwards by the Speaker, as will appear by the Minutes of the 
Aſſembly relating to that Matter. ; 

That the Matters contained in the Second and Third Para- 
graph are either not material enough to be anſwered or remark- 
— upon in this, or are mentioned to be upon hear - ſay Evi: 

ence only. 
- That the next Remark ſhall be upon that part of the fourth 
Paragraph that charges Thomas Kirby to have advanced ſome 
Paces before the reſt, and to have fired the firſt Shot againſt the 
General, and that the reſt followed his Example; and affirms 
that the General would not ſuffer any on his part to fire, till 
one of the Soldiers was wounded. That the General's Party 
fired firſt, is 1 provel 5 and it is to be obſerved, that 
after that the Inhabitants did not match in any Order, but 
every one advanced as faſt as he could; and it could not then 
be hoped that the Inhabitants would not return the Fire upon 
the General's Party: So that it does not ſeem to be material 
who fired fitſt, ſince every one fired as ſoon as he thought 
it would be to any purpoſe ; and indeed there was fo great 
905 immediately after rhe firſt Fire from the 
General's Party, that it was very hardly oblervable' who fired 
firſt, And it 1s further to be obſeryed upon this matter, that 
a great many nents Names are placed at the Front of this 
Paragraph, as if they bad all ſworn to every Matter contained 
in it, when there is great reaſon to ſuſpect it would appear o- 
therwiſe by the Depoſitions ; and this Suſpicion is more 
reaſonable, ſince in another Paragraph Serj. Bonet and Alice 
Lawrence's Depoſitions are brought to prove Mr. Kerby's firing 
firſt, tho' Serj. Bowes is one of the Deponents to all the Matters 
contained in this Paragraph; nor is this candid Practice con- 
find to this Paragraph only, as miſt appear to every obſervi 
Reader. It is further to be remarked; that in the Cloſe o 
this Paragraph the Deponents are made to ſwear, that Daniel 
Mac Kinnen and Samuel Watkins were the principal Contrivers 


and Adviſers of that bloody and barbarous Maſſacre, though 


(from the Addreſs and Meſſage which was ſent to the Gover- 
nor) it is plain that great Endeavours ere uſed by the Inha- 
bitants to prevent the bringing Matters to ſuch Extremities, as

be ſuſpected of concealing ſuch a Matter, if it had been told 
him, and this will in a great meaſure diſcredit what is ſaid to 
be ſworn to by Elizabeth Sweegle in the next Paragraph, whoſe 
infamous Character and monſtruous Declaration mentioned in 
the Remarks upon the Credit of the Deponeiits, will fully 
prevent her being credited in what ſhe ſwears. - 

The next Depoſition to be taken notice of is that {aid to be 
made by George French, Lucia French, and Margaret Mac Aa- 
hon, that Mr. Kirby preſented a Piſtol at George French's Head ;

doubt but he would have ſhot French had not a Gentleman who 
ſtood by interpoſed in his Favour.

The laſt Anſwer to, or Remark upon any of the Depoſitions
